“And 
every year the deadline is ex­ 
tended until you’re sure to have 
your sticker. So don’t get excited.” 


Dougherty stated that Secretary 


of Revenue Theodore Smith has 
not violated any precedent when 
he had all applications for 1963 
licenses 
reprinted 
to 
remove 
Dougherty’s name from them and 
put his own on instead. 


4 Straight Years 


“That comes up every time 
there’s a change of administra­ 
tion.” Dougherty said, “and some­ 
times in between. I had to change 
the names on the applications 


every year for four straight years 
in the Earle administration.” 


Dougherty was not head of the 
department then, from 1935 to 
1940. he said, but he was working 
there.

Clarify Sales 


Tax Issue 


HARRISBURG 
(UPI) - Gov. 
William W. Scranton said flatly 
today he has no intention of pro­ 
posing an increase to 6% per cent 
in the state Sales Tax as the an­ 
swer to the state’s fiscal prob­ 
lems. , 


Scranton tnus cleared up some 
of the confusion which resulted 
last week when he had a pre­ 
briefing session on the adminis­ 
tration’s fiscal plans. 


“All I indicated was that to 
raise $275 million in new rev­ 
enues, it would take an increase 
to 6*4 per cent in the current 
sales tax,” 
Scranton 
said. 
“ I 
will not recommend an increase 
in the sales tax to 6 per cent.” 


Scranton declined to elaborate 
further, saying that the entire 
budget would be disclosed at a 
briefing session for newsmen next 
Monday night. 


Scranton had some good news 
from the Commerce Department 
on industrial expansion in the 
state between mid-February aud 
mid-March. He said the depart­ 
ment reported that in this month 
there were 18 new plants or plant 
expansions announced in the Com 
monwealth. 
representing a $57 
million capital 
investment and 
employing 1,200 additional work­ 
ers. 


In other developments at the 
conference, Scranton said: 


—He believes the question of 
continuing boxing as a sport in 
Pennsylvania "deserves consider­ 
able study.” But he said his ad­ 
ministration has no immediate 
plans for such a study.
